NO  STOPPIN’ 


The  Cougars  edged  the  Uni- 
versity of  Utah.  93-90,  in  a thril- 
ler Saturday  before  11,131  fans— 
largest  crowd  of  the  year  in  the 
Smith  Fleldhouse. 

But  the  win  was  of  little  help 
to  the  Y cagers  in  the  WAC  race 
as  New  Mexico  assured  itself 
of  at  least  a tie  in  downing  Ari- 
zona and  Arizona  State  by  size- 
able margins. 

SLIM  CHANCE 

The  Lobos  are  7-2  in  confer- 
ence play  with  only  one  game 
remaining  against  Wyoming. 
Only  Utah  (5-3)  has  a chance  to 
tie  New  Mexico,  and  the  Red- 
skins travel  to  Arizona  and  Ari- 
zona State  to  alternate  with  BYU 
at  those  sites  this  weekend. 

Any  combination  of  a New 
Mexico  win  or  Utah  loss  would 
give  the  conference  title  to  the 
Lobos.  BYU  (4-4)  and  Wyoming 
(5-4)  are  too  far  back. 

Saturday’s  game  against  Utah 
was  even  closer  than  it  should 
have  been  at  the  final  buzzer. 
BYU  held  comfortable  leads 
throughout  both  halves  and  mid- 
way through  the  second  half  it 
was  77-58. 

But  the  Redskins  got  hot  on 
their  shots  and  came  on  strong 
to  nearly  scare  the  Cougars  out 
of  the  fieldhouse.  Merv  Jackson 
hit  a jump  shot  for  Utah  with  29 
seconds  remaining  to  make  it 
91-90  in  BYU’s  favor. 

Then  Randy  Schouten  took  the 
ball  out  of  b<Hinds  and  drove 
through  Utah’s  zone  press  to 
score  on  a driving  layup  and  that 
gave  the  win  to  BYU. 

EAKINS  HIGH  MAN 

Jim  Eakins.  BYU's  big  man 
at  the  post,  had  the  best  game 
of  his  career.  Eakins  scored  28 
points  and  grabbed  16  rebounds 
for  game  highs  in  both  categor- 
ies. 

Four  other  starters  for  BYU 


also  scored  in  double  figures. 
Kari  Liimo  and  Marty  Lythgoe 
got  19.  Schouten  had  15  and 
Doug  Howard  hit  10.  Lynn  Par- 
sons was  the  only  Cougar  re- 
serve to  see  action  in  the  game 
— he  came  in  to  score  two 
points  in  the  first  half.

A new  marble  statue  of  the  prophet  Joseph  Smith  is 
scheduled  to  receive  a prominent  position  in  the  Churchs' 
pavillion  at  the  Texas  Hemis-Fair  ’68  in  San  Antonio. 

The  Statue  was  caiwed  in  Italy  by  Enzo  Pasquini  from 
an  1800  pound  block  of  carrara  marble.  The  statue  is  the 
same  pose  as  the  bronze  one  that  stands  in  temple  square 
in  Salt  Lake.

A BYU  professor’s  doctor’s 
dissertation  has  provided  vital  in- 
formation this  week  in  the  Sen- 
ate Foreign  Relations  Committee 
hearings  on  the  Gulf  of  Tonkin  in- 
cident. 

Doyle  Buckwalter,  an  assistant 
professor  of  political  science  at 
BYU,  wrote  the  dissertation  at 
University  of  Michigan  on  the  bas- 
is of  60  interviews  with  members 
of  the  administration,  State  De- 
partment and  defense  officials, 
congressional  leaders,  and  cap- 
tains and  crews  of  the  U.S.S.  Turn- 
er Joy  and  U.S.S.  Maddox,  the 
two  destroyers  involved. 

PRECIPITATED  BOMBING 

According  to  Prof.  Buckwalter, 
the  congressional  resolution  (Aug. 
7,  1964)  following  the  Gulf  of  Ton- 
kin incident  was  the  most  im- 
portant legislation  of  the  last  two 
decades  because  it  precipitated  the 
bombing  of  North  Vietnamese  ter- 
ritory. 

Hearings  attempting  to  disclose 
the  facts  on  this  subject  have  been 
going  on  in  the  Senate  the  last 
three  weeks  ending  Wednesday 
with  the  questioning  of  Secretary 
of  Defense  McNamara.

GOVERNOR’S  CONFERENCE 

AUSTIN,  TEX.  (UPI)— The  White 
House  said  Sunday  the  nation’s  governors 
are  more  interested  in  discussing  crime  than 
the  War  in  Vietnam  when  they  meet  with 
President  Johnson  later  this  week. 

A poll  of  the  governors,  taken  in  ad- 
vance of  the  one-day  meeting  at  the  White 
House  Thursday,  showed  state  executives 
placed  top  priority  on  a discussion  of  law 
enforcement  problems. 

VOTE  OF  CONFIDENCE 

OTTAWA  (UPI) — The  way  was  clear 
Sunday  for  Prime  Minister  Lester  B.  Pear- 
son to  consolidate  with  a vote  of  confidence 
his  parliamentary  victory  over  opposition 
forces  hoping  to  topple  his  Liberal  Party 
government  on  a defeated  tax  bill. 


Conservative  Leader  Bobert  L.  Stan- 
field indicated  the  opposition  would  not  ob- 
struct proceedings  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons Monday  when  the  government  will  re- 
new debate  on  its  motion  for  the  confidence 
vote. 

PROTEST  IN  BRITIAN 

LONDON  (UPI) — Thousands  of  Brit- 
ians,  Africans,  and  Asians  marched  singing 
and  chanting  to  number  10  Downing  St. 
Sunday  in  mass  protest  against  the  govern- 
ment’s proposed  legislation  to  bar  immigra- 
tion of  Asians  with  British  passports. 

The  proposed  bill  would  cut  to  a trickle 
the  flow  into  Britain  of  Asians  living  in 
Kenya  and  East  Africa,  who  turned  down 
Kenyan  citizenship  and  took  British  pass- 
ports when  Kenya  became  independent  in 
1963.
